DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed pubhcation in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the appUcant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-19, 21-31, 33-46, 48-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Judson US. Patent No. 5,572,643. 

4. Claims 19, 21, 22, 46, 48, 66, and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Pirani et al U.S. Patent No, 5,105,184. 

5. Claims 19, 20, 25-28, 32, and 41-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by PointCast as described in the 2-13-96 Wall Street Journal article by Joan E. 
Rigdon. 

6. Claims 1-20, 22-47, and 49-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
PCT publication number WO 96/30864 to Schena et al. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

Murphy U.S. Patent No. 5,305,195 corresponds to PCT publication number 93/19427. 
Filepp et al U.S. Patent No. 5,347,632 describes a system which analyzes the user and 
then presents to the user customized content information.
